TRAIN WRECKED. 


Thirty Wounded. 


Frightful Railroad Accident. 

Dernorr, Mich., Oct. 10.—A seri- 
ous and painful accident eceurred on 
the Michigan Central R. R., a short 
distance east of the Junction about 1 
o'clock this morning. The Pacific ex. 
press train, bound west, which left 
Detroit ten minutes late, collided with 
}@ 8witch engine oo the main track at 
that place, telescoping the baggage 
and express car, and piling the re- 
maining coaches, eleven in number, 
on top of the others. The first coach 
was filled with. emigrants, most of 
whom were killed or seriously injured. 
Many occupants of the other coaches 
were'also killed orinjured. It is sup- 
posed that there are about 20 to 35 
passengers killed, and 20 to 30 wound- 
ed. The majority of the number are 
thought to be emigrants and second 
class passengers. Physicians and sur- 
geons were at once summoned from 
Jackson to the scene of the disaster, 
and a special train carrying physicians 
left Detroit at five a. m. A large 
force of railroad employees, together 
with a large number of the citizens of 
Jackson, are on the ground engaged 
in the work of extricating bodies from 
the wreck. The railroad officials and 
surgeons are busily at work among 
the ‘Wounded, deiog everything in 
their power to alleviate their suffering. 
Names of the killed and weunded 
will be sent as soon as can be ascer- 
tained.

The train was made up of 7 Wagner 
sleepers, 4 passenger cars aod mail 
and baggage cars. The tender of the 
express engine was telescoped into the 
baggage car about half its length. and 
this car then forced its way into the 
mail car, and these crowded the first 
passenger coach to the right on the 
embankment and crashed back 
through the two following cars. The 
passenyers in the first coach were com- 
paratively uoharmed, the harvest of 
death being reaped in the second and 
thirc,coaches, The fourth coach es- 
caped with slight damage, and none 
of the Wagner coaches were injured. 


CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. 
As near as can be ascertained, the ac- 
cident was caused by the switchman 
having charge of the making up of the 
freight train at Jackson Junction, oc- 


cupying the main track with the 
switch engine and caboose, under- 
standing that the Pacific express was 
considerably behind time.

The sixth anvunl meeting of the 

Nevada State Agricultura! Mining and 
Mechanical Society,has been_a success, 
potwithstandiog the many disadvan- 
tages under which it was held, The 
dullness which has been universal has 
had its effects, and ‘the stringency 
which followed the great fire, made 
the outlook even worse. The first 
two days of the week were very un- 
pleasant. The wind blew and the 
dust, flew, and on Tuesday it rained 
and snewed some, and looked so dark 
and threatening, that even on Wed- 
nesday the attendance was not what 
it would have been, although it was 
larger than en any previous third day. 
On Thursday and yesterday the 
weather was beautifol. The air,clear- 
ed and rarified by the storm, showed 
up the lines and colors in the magnifi- 
cent landscape around tie uveighbor- 
hood like a telescope. Men and 
horses felt the influence, and every 
muscle was tightened and every bit of 
energy aroused. Preachers may con- 
demn and the women scold, but they 
will not wipe out the fact that horse 
races are very attractive. Rich and 
poor, greatand humble, delight in a 
hereic effort, and the horses seem to 
take the sport in the same spirit. This 
week jobs have been very scarce. The 
best horses have won in every case, 
without regard to the pool box, and 
we believe neither rider or driver has 
been changed in any race. The ut- 
most good feeling has prevailed on 
every hand, and among all classes, 
Perhaps the reason’ there bas been so 
little “‘squealing” is, that the favurites 
have almost universally been beaten, 
and the men who make this their busi- 
ness, take a cinching more philosephic 
ally than the common crowd who pick 
up the loose ends.

The size of the 
lumps and their formation indicated 
plainly the approximate size of the 
vein from which they came, and 
showed that it was no narrow koife 
blade streak.

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MURDER AT ELKO. 


A Mexican Cuts Open His Friend's 
Head with an Axe-—Robs Him of 
His Mersy, and Escapes on « Stolen 
Horse.

This morning at about five o'clock, 
a Mexican was discovered in an un 

conscious condition at a herder’s 
camp just this side of Russell & Brad- 
ley’s slaughter house. Assistance 
was summoned and the wounded maa 
taken to the hospital, where he now 
lies in a critieal conditiow.

Sometime during the sight Lopez 
broke into Russell & Bradley's stable 
at the slaughter house, and saddling 
up a valuable race huree belonging to 
them, went back te the camp, and 
with an axe beat his yee ow compan. 
ion into insensibility, re bed him of 
seven twenty-doliar pieces, mounted 
the horse and fled, The deed was 
the most heartless and cold-bleoded it 
has ever been our lot to record. Up 
to this time the two had always been 
friends, and Lopez was ander obliga- 
tions: tu his victim fur tsany little 
fayors. The facts thus far show 
that the deed was premeditated, the 
sum of money which Lopez was aware 
he possessed being the sole object. 
Parties started in pursuit immediately 
after the facts became known, and 
tracked him over the hills in the direc- 
tion of Eureka. They have not re- 
turned up to this writing. Telegrams 
have also been sent in various direc- 
tions, arid the prospects are geod that 
he will seon be captured. m the 
appearance of the wound it is thought 
that Lopez struck the blow with the 
flat of the axe, fracturing the skull 
just above the left ear. he wound 
will probably prove fatal.

The Leople Vote the Third 
Time not to License ité Sale.

Twe ‘Bpousana Women Sign a Nov- 
License Petition to the Voters, and 
Women Meet and Pray While the 
Men Cast Their Ballots. — 


From the New York Sua. 


Yesterday the temperance men and 
women of Stamford, Coun., won a 
third victory under the Loval Optien 
law. \Two years ago, at the town ele 
tion, it was voted that no licenses 
should be granted *o sell intoxicating 
liquors, wine, ale, or lager beer, by 
300. or 400 majority, the number of 
voters: in tbe town averaging from 
1400 to 1800. The temperance men 
under the lead of the Rev. James E. 
Buckley employed “spotters” from 
Mew York, who succeeded in getting 
whiskey in nearly every barroom in 
town. Their evidence caused great 
excitement, but the juries would not 
eonvict, it was said, on the evidence of 
men whe asked for liquor in order.to 
convict the man who sold it te them. 
This plan not succeeding, the tempe- 
rance party got the aid of citizens not 
popularly identified with the move- 
ment to efter the seloons and pur- 
chase whiskey by the bottle. Barrels 
of these bettles were obtsioed and a 
new set of prosecutions was begun, 
but all came to naught through waot 
of proof of identity of the liquor and 
hottles in ceurt with those purchased. 
Just before the election last year a 
dozen arrests were made aod three 
eases brought to trial, but two ef the 
men were ucquitted and the third es- 
caped conviction through a disagree- 
ment of the jury. The other nive 
cases were not tried. The majority 
at that election in favor of no hicense 
was 34. This the the temperance nien 
say shows about 


THE REAL STRENGTH OF EACH PARTY. 


After this election the temperance 
party took no further legal steps. It 
was found that it costs more to pros- 
ecute each case than had been calcu 
lated on, and the funds in the tem- 
perance treasury were at a low ebb, 
As this fall's election approached the 
liquor sellers bad no idea that the tem- 

.perance party would show a formid- 
able opposition. Before the liquor 
sellers were folly aroused, meetings 
were being called aud addressed io 
every church and schoolhouse iu the 
town, Then the contest waxed 
hot. The liquor dealers said the tem- 
rance party had accomplished noth- 
ng in their two years’ grasp of power. 
Tbe arrested men hud not. been con- 
victed, and, instead of the forty re- 
spectable licensed barrvoms inthe town 
two years ago, there are now 103 
places by actual count. The temper- 
atce men admitted the failures in the 
courts, but claimed that there 
were far tewéer drunken men 
teen in the streets, and that they 
had made liquor selling secret and ille- 
gal, and therefore disreputable. They 
quoted the affirmations of railroad 
and steamboat freight men to show 


that there had been considerable less 
intoxicating liquor brought into the

towo than ever before. 
people that there was one mcre legal 
recourse which they promised to try 
if successful in this election. A clause 
of the eld Maine Liquor law had been 
left ou the statute books to supple- 
ment the Local Option law.

A MAN MURDERED. 


' Mike Groed’s Body Found in the River 
—The Weunds on the Head—Robbed 
Last Thursday  Night---- What is 
Known of the Victim. 


About six a. m. Jast Friday the 
body of a man was found in a shallow 
pool of the river bed, about fifty feet 
east of the V. & T. railroad bridge, 
and some twenty feet from the waste 
gate of the Lake Flour Mills. Its 
situation was such that it must either 
have been washed out of the flume or 
deposited boman ageacy io the 
place cess 4 wasfound. The corpse 
was removed to the morgue in the 
rear of Sanders & Neal’s undertakio 
establishment. Its condition indicat 
that it had been in the water for at 
least six bours. There were three 
wounds, apparently punctures, on the 
head. One on the crown and the 
others at the back of the skull. 


THE BODY WAS IDENTIFIED 
Friday as that of Mike Groody, 
‘a millwright by trade, who had been 
working as a carpenter in Reno for a 
short time. * He had been employed 


by Butterfield, the builder, and re- 
cently worked on Oaks’ new building 
at the corner of Virgivia and Second 
streets. The deceased recently told 
one of his acquaintances that he had a 
wife and four children in Penrsylva- 
nia. Groody is said to be a man of in- 
temperate habits. About half-past 
eight Pp. m. last Thursday he was in 
the office of the American House. He 
here told the barkeeper that he

saluon. Groody said that he was yo- 
ing to get $15 more, and wou!d come 
back to the American House about 


ten o'clock. So far as known that 
was the last seen of him by his ac- 
quaintances. When he left the hote 
he was perfectly sober, and had not 
been drinking. The general belief 
is that the man died by violence, 
and the prebability is that he was 
murdered, The wounds in his head 
could bardly have been self inflicted, 
and the situation of. the body when 
found Filay did not almit of 
the suppositios that he had fallen or 
thrown himself from the bridge. Be- 
sides there were no bruises on either the 
head of any other part of the body 
such as mast have resulted from a 
fall. The wounds in the head appeared 
to be well defined punctures, as if 
made by some blunt instrument.

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There isa possibility that the de- 
ceased died from poisov. As before 
stated no signs of poison were seen at 
the autopsy. To determine if poison 
was the cause of death the cuntents of 
the stomach would have to be sent to 
a chemist in San Franciaco, whose 
charges would be $5600. A searching 
analysis is a most tedious and trouble- 
some process, and is therefore costly. 
Even were it established that the man 
had been poisoned, the question of 
suicide or murder wouid remain un- 
settled. The doctors think that there 
are at present no sufficient reasons for 
subjecting the stomach to analysis for 
poison.

BURCLARS BUSY- 


A Store Broken Inte and Robbed Last 
Night. 


The store on Virginia street, occu- 
pied by ‘Resenbloom, the tailor, and 
as a glove factory, was broken into 
the night of Oct.8,and goodsstolen tothe 
amouot of $350.

Aw interview With Col. Younger, the 
Largest Breeder of Durham Cattle 
ep the Coast. 


I believe, said, Cot. y see to 
GazetTre reporter Tuesday, that the 
best movey making business that a 
man, cap go into. on this coast is io 
grading common cattle with short 
horn stock, or Durhums, as they are 
often called. Ihave been ia the stock 
raising business now for twenty years, 
and I ought to know what I am talk- 
ing about. And for av occupation 
there is nothing that a man can take 
more satisfaction in than breed- 
ing fine stock, if he bas a natural beot 
that way. Why, I tell you, he takes 
a pride in raisiog an animal that is an 
improvement on the common stock. | 
keep from sixty to eighty head on my 
place at San Jose, and I have a per- 
sonal interest in everyone cf them. 
Many people think that blood stock is 
just for ornament, but thatis a great 


mistuke. Fine stock are better and 
more profitable everyway than scrubs. 
There's more beef and less bone in 
them. A two-year-old short born 
will make as much beef as a three 
or four-year-old scrub. The Durhams 
grow that much quicker. There is 
fully the differance of a year in the 
maturity of the two kinds of caftle, 
Now, I say, that if a man can get just 
so wuch beef out.of a two-year-old of 
one kind ef stock, aud the same quan- 
tity out of a three-year-old of another 
kind, it will pay ier much better to 


BREED THE QUICK GROWING KIND. 

That's only common sense. It 
don’t take a Philadelphia lawyer to 
understand that. Wil! they stand ex- 
posure as well? Why,yes. My steck 
are kept out doors all the year round, 


but that is in a mild climate. It don’t 
make any difference about the climate, 
though. The Durhams will adapt 
themselves to any conditions, If they 
are left to run on the hills in this 
country, they don’t grow so large, but 
they develop just as fast. Give the 
scrub and the blood stock the same 
chance and the blood will tell every 
time. I breed nothing but Durham 
stock and think it the best for general 
purposes. The Durhams make fine 
beef or working cattle and good milk- 
ers. Seme years ago their milking 
qualities were neyleeved end they 
were bred mostly for beef and work, 
but since then they have been much 
improved for dairy purposes. Many 
of my cows when in full milk will give 
from six to eight gallons a day. Six 
gallons we don’t think much of a 
yield. The quality of the beef is 
much better than that of common cat- 
tle and brings a better price. In the 
Chicago market grade Durham beef 
will bring 244 per cent. better rates 
than common. And 2%¢ per ovnt.

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. A BK PKOFIT IN BEEF. 

Fine stock don’t need as much food 
as scrubs de. What good stock eat 
goes to beef or milk; it don’t all ran 
to horn and bone. The reason is that 


the improved breeds have been gradu- 
ally brought up to whatthey are 
through many generations of carefully 
selected breeding animals, all picked 
for their good qualities. The good 
qualities have in time become fixed, 
and the bad bred out. It don’t cost 
any more to raise good steck than bad, 
and it don't give any more trouble. 
There.is, of course, a great deal to 
learn in breeding thoroughbreds. I 
have made a studs of it for years, and 
pick up something new every dayWAs 
to breeding bull or heifer calves at 
will, breeders can’t alter nature’s 
law that the sexes shall be about 
equal in numbers. There have been 
hundreds of theories made np, but 
they all fail to stand the test of ex- 
perience. I have experimented a good 
deal in that way with my stock, but 
don't know of any way of controlling 
the sex of the calves. As to milk 
mirrors; I never knew a very fine 
milch cow that did not have a guod 
one. But I have seen cows with fine 
mirrors that were pour milkers. 
Well, Tam going home to-night and 
here's my train, Wish I had had time 
to tell you something about catle.

The plaintif{says that at the time of 
the committing of the grievances here- 
inufter mentioned by the «efendant, 
and for a long time prior therete, the 
defendant was a practicing physician 
and surgeon at Silver Reef, Washing- 
ton county, Utah; and held himself 
out te the people of that place and in 
the vicinity thereof, as a person quali- 
fied to discharge the duties of said 
profession, and represented himeeif as 
possessed of the requisite skill fur pro- 
perly extracting human teeth. 

On or about the 25th day of July, 
1879, this plaintiff, being afflicted with 
toothache caused by a partial'y decay- 
ed tooth, called upon the said defend- 
ant for the purpose of having said 
tooth ex‘racted, and employed the 
said defendant to extract the same, 
and the defendant then accepted said 
ewpleyment, aod assumed and under. 
took to extractthe said toeth, which 
was then pointed out to him by the 
plaintiff. But the defendant in en- 
deavoring to extract the said tooth 
instead of using proper skill and care 
to that end, negligently and unskill- 
fully extracted two of tne plaintiff's 
teeth which were entirely sound and 
undecayed, aod from which he was 
suffering noe pain whatever, to the 
plaintiff's damage $299, for which he 
Lewis WILSON.

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|THE GROODY MYSTERY. 


The Evidence Givén at ‘the 
| ‘Taquest Last Night. 


The Cause of Mike Groody’s Death 
Still Unknown -—A Strange Case — 
Robbery, and Probably Murder. 


The Coroner's jury which was im- 
paneled last Friday night, was ad- 
journed until Mosday night in order to 
collect evidence bearing upon the case 
of Mike Groody, the man whose body 
was found in the river below the V. & 
T. bridge on Monday morning. Last 
evening the jurors were again called 


together, and the following testimony 
was taken: 


GROODY KOBBED ON FRIDAY EVENING. 


E. T. Farver,.sworn- Knew the de- 
ceased fer about four weeks previous 
to his death, by the name of Mike. 
I last saw hiw alive on the evening of 
Tharsday, Oct. 9. He came into the 
Boca Beer Saloon and asked for a 
drink. Hegot it on credit. He did 
not seem intoxicated at thetime. He 
suid he had not settled with Oats,who 
owe him. As soon as he got money 
from Oats he would come and pay 
me. About two weeks before that 
Mike came into my saloon, and pick- 
ing up a copy of the Erie City, Pa., 
Dispatch, he asked if I came from 
there. Mike then asked if I knew a 
man named Powell. I answered that 
[did. Mike then said that he had 
built a grist mill for Powell. Mike 
further said: ‘‘I have » wife and four 
children, two boys and two girls.” 
He did not say where his family lived. 
[ thought Mike was an Irishma. by 
birth. Should think he was forty or 
forty-five years old. 


GROODY GOES AFTER MONEY. 


M. D. McGrath, clerk at the Ameri- 
can House, sworn—Did not know de- 
ceased. Have heard his name was 
Mike Groody. Saw him for the last 
time about 8:20 last Thursday even- 
ing. He was at the bar of the Amer- 
ican Hovel. I got into conversation 
with him at that time. He 
said he was going out to get $15 that 
t man owed him, and would be back 
immediately. Told me he had just 
been robbed of $15 in the Palace sa. 
loon by @ man whom he described. 
sy his description I kuew the man to 
be a gambler then boarding at the 
American House. Koew by sight the 
man Mike described, but do not know 
bis name. Could have easily asked 
aod found out, but did not. “ Groody 
said that he was sitting in a chair io 
the Palace saloon, leaning his head on 
his hand, when the man came in and 
touk the $15 away from him. 1 asked 
Groody if he knew the man who had 
robbed him, 


MCORATE CAUTIONS GROODY. 


Groody said he did. Witness then 
cautioned Groody not te let the thief 
know that. he.was recognized, as it 
might get bie into trouble. Grood 
answere® that he meant to be barotal 
that he expat d trey woul! ge: away 
with him if he wasnot carofal. Groody 
then went out of the saloon. The 
next moreiog (Friday) A. Wilson told 
witness an Irishman was in the 
dead house and to ge see if he knew 
him. Witness then told Wilson that 
he believed the dead man was the man 
who wasin the American House the 
previous evening and téld about being 
robbed; that he helieved they had got 
Groody’s money and got away with 
him. Witness ther went to the dead 
house and found it was the same man. 
When witness last saw Groody he did 
net appear to be in liquor, Think he 
had no money at the timo. 


MORE EVIDENCE TO THE SAME EFFECT. 


- Thomas Brady, proprietor of the 
American House, sworn—I did not 
knéw the deceased, nor his name. 
He came to my hotel about 8 o'clock 
Thursday evening, Oct. 9, and asked 
me fore ;bed..I told him he could, 
have one if he would come before 10 
o'clock, He said he was geing up to | 
t some money, and weuld be back 
in twenty mioutes. He then went 
eut. The next time I saw him he 
was in the dead house. 


WHAT THE.AUTOPSY DID NOT SHOW. 


Dr. Bergman sworo—I made a post 
mortem examination on the body of 
the deceased, in Company with Drs. 


/Hogan and Lewis, on Saturday last. 


We found two sealp wounds, without 
any fracture of the skull. The brain 
and all other organs were healthy. 
There were no other wounds. We 
could not tell the cause of death. 
He was not drowned. There was ne 
water in his lungs or stomach, as 
there would have been had he been 
drewned. The wounds could not 
have killed him, but might have 
caused insensibility. They might 
havé been made with a club or piece 
of wood, The man may have died in 
the water while insensible. We found 
undigested food in the stomach. He 
might have been poisoned, but we saw 
no traces of poisonous action and 
made no tests fer it.

The Coroner then described the situa- 
tion of the botly when found. Groody 
was lying almost out of water, face up- 
ward, upon a rock in the wiver about 
30 or 40 feet from the waste of the Luke 
Flour Millflume. His hands hada 
parboiled appearance, showing that he 
had been lying in the water for at least 
4 or 5 hours. Ilis clothes were 
thoroughly soaked. The pockets were 
not turned inside out. They contain- 
ed nothing but some keys, a jack 
knife, the letters and a piece of to- 
bacco. It looked as though the body 
had come through the waste gate of 
the flume during the night and had 
been thrown out on the rocks. When 
the waste was shut off in the morning, 
the body wou!d have beenleft on the 
rocks, out of the water, about as it 
was found. The waste gate is opened 
at the close of every day and closed 
the first thing in the n.orming. When 
the gate is open the current is quite 
swift and the water rushes out with 
great force.

In the Protes- 
tant section they do not even go to 
church. The houses of worship are 
few, and the small number there are 
are ill-attended.

A War That Never Ends. 


Of the war waged between man and 
beast in India the yearly statistics are 
once more published, and it would 
seem that during 1877 the slaughter 
was terrible. Nineteen thousand six 
huodred and ninety-five people were 
killedi—46 by elephants, 819 by tigers, 
200 by leopards, 85 by bears, 564 by 
wolves, 24 by hyenas, 1180 by other 
wild animals, and 16,777 by snakes. 
Fifty-three thousand cuttle, moreover, 
succumbed in the fight. On the other 
side, under stimulus of a reward 
amounting to more than £10,000, 22,- 
851 wild beasts and 127,295 snakes 
have been killed; a large total io it- 
self, but small when the losses of man 
and domestic animals are taken into 
consideration.
